An accident at the Beaver 
Dam Bridge on Highway 84 
West Tuesday afternoon hos- 
pitalized Earl Myers, age 46, 
a prisoner at Camp Elba. 
Myers was working as a flagman 
for traffic as Highway Depart- 
ment workmen worked on 
widening of the bridge to four- 
lane. During this work, traf- 
fic is cut to one lane crossing 


the bridge, and a flagman-on— 


each side of the area control 
the flow of traffic. The in- 
jured man suffered multiple 
fractures to the lower left leg 
and cuts on the head and body. 

Police reports indicate Mrs. 
Gloria Carnley was driving a 
1964 Ford and she reported 
that her brakes failed. The 
actual injury was inflicted when 


An accident in Enterprise 
last Thursday morning at 6:29 
took the life of Mace Cook of 
Elba. Cook was on his way to 
work at Ft. Rucker when the 
accident happened at the int- 
ersection of the 84 bypass and 
Highway 27 (Ozark Highway). 
Three vehicles - a pickup tr- 
uck, a semi-trailer and Cook's 
1974 Vega - were involved in 
the mishap. 

Cook was pronounced dead at 
the scene ahd taken to Hayes 
Funeral Home in Elba by the 
Enterprise Rescue Squad. Ent- 
erprise police report Mr. Cook 
apparently died instantly from 
the impact. 

The report, filed by Enter- 
prise police Corporal Buford 
Reeves and Patrolman Jim 
Henderson, described the acci- 
dent as follows: 

The semi-trailer, driven by 
Jack Michael Holmes, 21, of 
Rt. 1, Goshen, was traveling 
West on the 84 Bypass (toward 
Elba), pulling a 32-foot trailer. 
At the intersection of the By- 
pass and Highway 27, the truck 
collided with a 65 Ford pickup 
truck going South on Alabama 
27, The driver of the pickup 
was Jerry Wayne Grissett of 
Rt. 2, Enterprise. The impact 
knocked the pickup back to the 
North side of the Bypass. The 


Smart Ask

Obey Law

Failure Of New Moscow Talks May 
Really Be A Victory For U.S. 


sians’ intentions and their te- 


Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger recently made a 
whirlwind trip to Moscow in 
an effort to speed up the sec- 
ond round of strategic arms 
limitation talks--known as 
SALT II. After three days 
of intensive discussion with 
Communist leaders, Mr. Kis- 
singer flew back to Washington 
empty handed--one of his few 
failures in personal diplo- 
macy, but in my opinion 
this failure may really be a 
victory. 

What he offered in the way 
of further weakening the de- 
fense posture of the United 
States was not enough for the 
Russians. What they want 
is to wait for us to give them 
weapons advantages they could 
not obtain outside of an arms 
race. 

One important goal of this 
latest Kissinger effort is be- 


lieved to be related to the 
planned visit to Moscow in 
June by President Nixon. 


SALT I agreements were rea- 
ched in a last minute flurry 
of diplomatic action to per- 
mit the President and the Rus- 
sians to conclude their 1972 
summit talks with a spectac- 
ular agreement But what 
SALT I really did was to give 
the Russians a 3 to 2 advan- 
tage over the United States 
in strategic nuclear weapons 
While holding the United Stat- 
es to a fixed number of mis- 
Siles the agreement allows 
the Russians to continue bui- 
Iding their intercontinental 
missiles 

Having misjudged the Rus- 


chnological abilities at the 
time of the SALT I agree- 
ment, our State Department 
and others now want the 
SALT II talks to limit the 
Russians in the deployment 
of their multiple warheads. 
But the Russians are refusing 
to take this bait. They are 
not willing to make any agree- 
ment before they fully accom- 
plish their goals. 

In the President’s haste to 
appear to win continued suc- 
cesses 
foreign nations there is the 
fear and ever present danger 
that during his coming visit 
to Russia he will make conce- 
ssions equal to or even great- 
er than the disastrous agree- 
ments made under SALT I. 

I believe that Secretary 
of Defense James Schlesinger 
expressed the view of most 
thinking Americans onthe sub- 
ject of Summit aggreements 
with Communist leaders. He 
said that in our negotiations 
with other countries, nothing 
must be done to compromise 
the security of the United St- 
ates. And that’s my thought 
exactly. 

In 1972 mine was the only 
vote in the United States Sen- 
ate to be cast against both 
the SALT I agreement and the 
ABM Treaty. Events since 
then have made me believe 
more firmly in the correct- 
hess of my positions and of 
my votes then, and make me 
more determined to stand fast 
against further effort to erode 
our military strength.

DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
My wife and I have decided to 
purchase a farm and we would 
like to know something about 
getting financing through the 
Farmers Home Admuinistra- 
tion. Would you give us some 
information on the subject

SPARKMAN: Farm ownership 
loans are processed through 
each local county FHA Super- 
visor’s Office where you would 
have to meet certain criteria 
before a farm loanis approved 
This criteria is as follows 
(a) the proposed farm opera- 
tion must be a family farm and 
the buyer must plan to live on 
the land, (b) the purchaser must 
plan to do the farm work him- 
self -- he cannot lease it td 
someone else; and (c) the loan 
applicant must have recent 
farm experience -- within the 
last twn years. The whole point 
is that FHA does not wish to 
fund a farm operation if that 
farm is not going to be pro- 
fitable. So experience does 
count a great deal. Further 
information may be obtained by 
writing: FHA, Box 1165, Mont- 
gomery, Alabama, 36102. 
DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
We read inthe newspaper where 
high government officials are 
riding to work in chauffered 
limousines. Are you one of 


SPARKMAN: Definitely not. I 
have been driving my own car 
to work every day since I was 
elected to Congress. You may 
be interested in knowing that 
because of the abuses you men- 
tion, Congress has ordered the 
curtailment of the use of all 
but a few limousines operated 
by Federal Agencies. In the 
Congress only the Speaker of 
the House and the President 
Pro Tempore of the Senate 
have limousine service avail- 
able to them. Most Mem- 
bers, however, prefer to be 
‘Mr. Average Citizen” when it 
comes to getting to work 
DEAR SENATOR SPARKMAN: 
I am a carpenter and after 
having a severe heart attack 
my doctor told me I could not 
go back to that kind of stren- 
uous work. I applied for So- 
cial Security disability and it 
was denied Can you help?

SPARKMAN: Social Security 
laws are such that one must 
be totally disabled -- that is, 


unable to work at any job what- 
soever before benefits can be 
paid. If, for instance, you can 
safely handle some less stren- 
uous work, benefits would be 
denied. If, on the other hand, 
your doctor certified you as 
totally disabled unable t 
work at any job, vou should 
have no trouble getting 
bility payments

FISCAL 
MUST BE 


It’s 10:38 a.m. You’vebeen 
hard at work since 8:00, but 
working for whom? Not for 
yourself or your employer, but 
for the government. 

According to a report by 
Tax foundation, a nonprofit re- 
search organization that anal-. 
yzes the governments manage- 
ment of fiscal matters, the 
average American will spend 
two hours and 38 minutes out 
of an eight-hour day to pay 
1974 federal, state and local 
taxes. That’s one minute long- 
er than a worker had to toil 
to pay last year’s taxes. Those 
Americans who vowed in 1973 
that they wouldn’t put up with 
inflated tax burdens another 
minute were apparently just 
kidding themselves. 

Inflation, probably the num- 
ber one economic problem 
today, will eat up much of the 
rest of the money earned inthe 
morning.

Selection, Not Income, Is 
Secret of Good Nutrition

Good nutrition is not a matter of income. 
Proper foods actually cost less 


a matter of selection. 


Rather, it’s 


than many that are woefully lacking in nourishment. 
Many an expensively provisioned table is tragically poor 
in nutritional values because of poor selection and im- 


proper preparation. 


Yet no mystery surrounds planned high protein diets. 


The only basic dietary rule is 
simply this: Increase your daily 
protein intake to at least 150 to 
165 grams (more if you've been 
ill, are planning a reducing diet 
or indulge in strenuous physical 
activities); limit the starches 
and sugars to natural carbohy- 
drates found in vitamin-and- 
mineral-rich fruits, vegetables, 
honey, unrefined raw sugar or 
niolasses, whole grains and seed 
Cereals. 


RULE OF THUMB GUIDE 


‘The following charts give you 
a rule-of-thumb guide as to the 
adequacy or inadequacy of each 
day’s meals from the stand- 
point of how many grams of 
protein are consumed; 

First, I shall list the animal 
proteins, that. is, the high grade 
or complete proteins; then the 
incomplete or vegetable pro- 
teins. At least 50 to 75 percent 
of your total daily protein con- 
sumption should be selected 
from animal proteins, The re- 
mainder of your daily protein 
intake may come from vege- 
table sources.

In 1920 the nation recorded a 
22% upswing in farm real es- 
tate values. This is nation 
wide, 

In Alabama farm real estate 
value was up 30% from Nov- 
ember 1, 1972, to November 
1, 1973. Only two. states in 
the nation, Colorado and Pen- 
nsylvania, had a greater in- 
crease, 

Folks in Coffee County might 
be interested in why this is 
happening. One reason is the 
high net farm income in rec- 
ent years. Secondly, there is 
great optimism regarding the 
future for agriculture. Third 
is the availability of mortgage 
funds. 

I am sure that farm real 
estate values in Coffee County 
are advancing just as rapidly 
or even inore rapidly than they 
are state wide. Incidentally, we 
do not expect these big incr- 
eases to continue in farm real 
estate,

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CONSERVATION FARMER 
FOR APRIL 


We salute Martin L. Moates, 
of the County Line Community, 
as Conservation Farmer of the 
month of April. Martin is and 
has been a leader in Conser- 
vation ever since he started 
farming. One recent example 
of his concern for the preven- 
tion of soil erosion was the 
construction of a parallel ter- 
race system on rented land, 
He also hired a bulldawer to 
open the ends of his terraces 
and repair some waterways and 
broken terraces. All of this 
was done at his expense, and 
without government cost-shar- 
ing. Martin feels that the 
money spent for this work will 
more than pay for itself through 
reduced soil erosion. 

The work will also prevent 
uncontrolled water from wash- 
ing his peanuts up or covering 
them with sand and will pre- 
vent the loss of expensive fer- 
tilizer. Another recent ex- 
ample of his conservation ef- 
forts is the planting of 25 acres 
of Coastal Bermuda grass on 
rented land, After renting some 
new land this year, Martin con- 
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SOIL CONSERVATION SERVICE 
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BY: RICHBURG , FAULK & CLARK 
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lacted SCS tor 
to protect this newly acquired 
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land. SCS helped him locate 
the best soils for his peanuts 
and suggested that the remain- 
der be planted to grass. The 
majority of the land was sandy, 
steep and not suited to crop- 
ping or terraces. After think- 
ing over SCS’s recommenda- 
tions, Martin applied for finan- 
cial assistance under ASCS's 
Rural Environmental Conser- 
vation Program (RECP), His 
application for establishing 
Coastal Bermuda grass was ap- 
proved by the ASCS office and 
he received cost -sharing on es- 
tablishing this grass. 

In addition to being a con- 
Servation farmer, Martin is a 
District Supervisor with the 
Coffee County S&WCD, He 
always attends meetings, local 
and national, and is always 
ready todo whatever he is asked 
to do in the area of resource 
conservation. 

Many of our Coffee County 
farmers are as concerned as 
Martin about soil erosion, but 
some are not. I only wish 
everyone was as concerned as 
he is about conserving our nat- 
ural resources,
